General 
diesatisfaction, heightened by 2 3% forced allotment of salary for the re- 
construction of East Berlin, extra hours of "voluntary" labor in the reconstruc~ 
tion prograr, and fear that increasing demands of a paramilitary nature are 
to be made upon the police are given es the princireal reasons for this develop- 
ment.
